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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendment After Final filed on February 
15, 2005. Claims 1, 5, 7, and 11-13 were amended; and claims 2, 4, 9-10 were 
cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. John Christopher James (Reg. No. 40,660) on Friday February 18, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

- In claim 11, line 2, "9" after "in claim" has been replaced by --7 --, 
since claim 9 was cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited prior art alone or in combination teaches. The claimed combination of an actuation 
assembly for moving in unison and a method for actuating a plurality of movable 
aerodynamic vanes within a variable geometry turbocharger including: 
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" Regarding claim 1: 

the second gear member being coupled to the moving unison ring by 
cooperative surface features to permit unison ring thermal expansion and 
contraction movement during turbocharger operation while maintaining 
engagement between the first and second gear members. 



Regarding claim 7: 

means for maintaining engagement between the first and second gear 
members during operation of the turbocharger, the means being cooperative 
surface features between the unison ring and the first gear member 



Regarding claim 12: 

the rack gear being attached to the unison ring by cooperative surface 
features to permit unison ring thermal movement during turbocharger operation 
while maintaining a tolerance between the pinion gear and rack gear. 



Regarding claim 13: 

the step of rotating the crank arm causing the unison ring to be rotated by 
the engagement of the first and second gear members, and wherein the moving 
unison ring is coupled to the plurality of aerodynamic vanes to move the vanes in 
unison.
